Projectile That May End War 
From C loucester, M ass., co m es a story by telegraph 
of an invention of a projectile w hich m ay end the 
great w ar in Europe. 
H ere is the story: 
“A new type of p rojectile, which ‘would sca tter a 
w hite hot m ixture of m olten steel over the ob ject 
of attack, and at the sam e tim e p erm eate the atm os­ 
phere w ith a deadly gas w hich would m ake it im ­ 
p ossib le for fire fighters to approach, has been in­ 
vented by .John H a y s H am m ond, Jr.. according to 
a statem en t m ade by the inventor. 
T ile new m issile 
m ay soon appear in the E uropean war, as som e of 
tho b elligeren t n ation s are now n eg o tia tin g for Its 
purchase, he said. 
The U nited S ta tes governm ent 
at p resen t is con d u ctin g exp erim en ts w ith the new 
projectile at Sandy H ook, he added. 
The m issile is 
d esigned for use in sieg e gu n s, as an aid in d estroyin g 
tow ns and dirigible balloons. Mr. H am m ond explained 
that the p rojectile carries an salu m in o therm ic m ix­ 
ture, w h ich , five seco n d s a fter the projectile is d is­ 
charged, turns the steel in sid e to a w h ite hot m ixture 
at a tem perature of 5400 
d eg rees F . 
W hen 
the 
p rojectile h its th e target, th e in ven tor said, it ex ­ 
plodes, its w hite hot co n ten ts se ttin g fire to w hatever 
inflam m able m aterial it strik es. 
To avoid the p ossi­ 
bility of any one in th e lo cality quenching the flam es, 
Mr. H am m ond said, lie had equipped the projectile 
with a cham ber lilied w ith hydro-cyauic acid, the 
fum es o f which are deadly."

Oil Land Leases 
There are fifteen sections in the oil land lease 
agreem ent blanks for which have been received a t the 
Los Angeles Land and Office from Comm issioner of 
the G eneral Land office. 
The agreem ent allows oil 
operators on lands, title to which is in dispute with 
the Government, to operate their holdings upon plac­ 
ing escrow the amount of royalty. 
Of the fifteen 
sections to the agreem ent the more im portant are: 
The first provides that the same may be cancelled 
by the Secretary of the Interior should any of the 
representations made by the operator be found un­ 
true. 
The second provides that, pending the settle­ 
m ent of title to the land and the issuance of patent, 
the operator shall be permitted to operate the ground 
for oil or gas in accordance with the rules laid down 
in the agreem ent, and not otherwise. 
The third re­ 
quires th at all development shall be done in a work­ 
m anlike m anner so as to guard against w aste. 
The fourth provides that contracts for the sale of 
oil from the land must be approved by the Secretary 
of the Interior. 
The fifth fixes the royalty a t one- 
eighth of the gross receipts and provides for state­ 
m ents in triplicate of all sales, one to go to the bank 
in which the money is deposited, one to the chief of 
the field division of the district where the property is 
located, and one for the operator. 
The sixth gives the Secretary of the Interior the 
right to change the proportion of the gross receipts 
to be deposited as a royalty by giving thirty days’ 
notice to the operator who in case the am ount is in­ 
creased may then term inate the agreem ent, provided 
that he shall file in the proper United States land 
office notice of his intention to term inate tile same 
within ten days after receiving notification of the 
increase. 
Under section 7 all interests paid by the bank 
cl deposit upon the money held In escrow shall be 
added to the same and beld until the title to the 
land is determ ined, and upon such settlem ent the 
principal and interest alike shall go either to the 
operator or to the United States treasury, according 
to w hether or not the operator is finally given patent 
to the land. 
Section No. 8 provides that, should patent be issued 
for a part of the land in dispute only, then the money 
in escrow shall be divided between tile United States 
and the operator in the same proportion as the land 
to which I atent may be issued bears to the entire 
tract claimed by the operator and covered by the 
money in escrow. 
No. 9 provides that the Secretary of the Interior 
shall furnish purchasers of oil from the land in 
question and the bank of deposit with copies of the 
agreem ent, which shall be deemed instructions to 
them as lo their rights and duties thereunder. 
No. lo gives the representatives of the D epartm ent 
of the Interior authority to Inspect tile property in 
question, its equipm ent and development, and the 
books and accounts of the operator from tim e to time 
as the Secretary of the Interior may direct 
No. ll provides that, as long as the agreem ent re­ 
mains in effect and operations are conducted, and 
products sold strictly in accordance with its provi­ 
sions, the money deposited in escrow shall constitute 
satisfaction to the government in full for any claims 
for trepans or for oil extracted during that period. 


Shipments Through the Canal 
In the two months and a half ending November 
I, seventeen eastbound vessels passed through the 
canal carrying a total of 122,258 tonB of grain, con­ 
sisting of 72,932 tons of barley, and 49,326 tons of 
wheat. 
Counting 37 bushels of w heat and 46 of 
barley to the long ton, the cargo am ounted to 1,825,- 
062 bushels of wheat and 3,354,532 bushels of barley, 
a total of 5,179.934 bushels of grain, the figures be­ 
ing obtained from the Canal Record. 
The next largest single item of cargo carried 
through the canal during the 
same 
period 
was 
nitrates, principally from Chili. This was carried In 
14 vessels, and amounted to 99,126 tons. 
The distance saved by the vessels from the United 
States by the use of the cant instead of the Magellan 
route is estim ated a t 5,550 -railes, 
lf the average 
speed of the vessels be rated at ten knots, the saving 
in tim e a t sea per vessel was 23 days. 
On the basis 
of a per diem coat of operation at sea or ten cents 
per net registered ton, the average saving in cost 
of operation per vessel was $309 per day, or $7,116. 
The average tolls paid on 4,050 tons a t $1.20 per ton 
were $4,860. 
The average net saving per vessel, by 
use of the canal, was accordingly $2,256.

The action is the outcom e of 
the notice served on the company by Jam eson and 
W ram pelm eir in March, 1911, declaring the lease 
term inated because of the failure of the company to 
comply with its term s. The company refused to give 
possession and a suit to recover the land was tried 
In the Superior Court in Bakersfield before Superior 
Judge Prew ett of Placer County, who gave judgm ent 
in favor of Jam eson and Wrampelmeir.
